figure is 3,500,000, and th e 
daily ex­

T he fam ine area 
covers 300,000 square m iles, w ith a pop­ 
ulation of 40,000,000, and there is a 
further area of about 145,000 square 
miles, with a population of 21,000,0 1 0, 
in which m ore or less distress prevails 
and where relief already has been or 
will be given. 
The consul says th at the applications 
for relief are overtaxing th e state a u ­ 
thorities and are increasing at an a p ­ 
palling rate, the num ber of applicants 
at the relief w ork d u rin g th e hist w eek 
in January advancing 250,000 and brin g ­ 
ing up the total to 3,500,000, 
w ith the 
most trying period still tw o m onths dis- 
taut. 
In conclusion, the consul ex­ 
presses the fear th a t the South A frican 
war will so divert the atten tio n and con­ 
tributions of Englishm en as to oblige 
India to tight the plague and fam ine 
alone.
